discharges.

Adequate protection can generally 
be achieved by either: 

¢ attaching a special static strap to your 
wrist and earthing it to the PC chassis, or 

e by leaving the computer plugged 
in to the switched off power point and 
discharging any static in your body 
through the chassis. 

Even though the power point is 
switched off, the earth connection still 
works. 

Another point to consider is whether or 
not you will void the warranty if you make 
any modifications or repairs to your PC.

-mail (short for electronic mail) is 

a streamlined way to send and 

receive personal messages — 
kind of like a cross between posting a 
letter and making a phone call. When 
you sign up with an Internet service 
provider, you’re assigned your own per- 
sonal spot in cyberspace, just like a 
post office box. It. stores messages 
until you decide to-read them and 
sends the ones you create. 

Comparing e-mail and the regular 
postal service (or “snail mail” as Net 
vets refer to it) is like comparing a 
Ferrari to a mule. E-mail is a quick and 
inexpensive way to share ideas with 
people anywhere in the world. You can 
send a message to just about any 
Internet location — whether it’s. down 
the road or on the other side of the 
globe — and it will get there in minutes. 


GETTING STARTED 


In order to send and receive e-mail, you 
need a PC, a modem and some e-mail 
software. 

Most Internet access providers 
include an e-mail program, such as 
Eudora, with their Internet connection 
software. On-line services, like 
CompuServe, also offer e-mail as part 
of their subscription packages. 

Regardless of how you get access to 
e-mail, you Il need, to know a person’s 
address before you can send them a 
message. E-mail addresses follow a 
very simple. format and you only need 
one line. (See sidebar How to read an 

e-mail address. 4 
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E-mail addresses need to be exact. If they 
are to find their destinations you need to 
make sure you get all the letters, numerals 
and spaces in the right places, otherwise 
you'll find it bounces right back to you. 

If the message is to go to more than 
One person or address, then just add their 
address to the send list.

recently released Olivetti Envision isn’t your average PC. 

For starters, Envision plugs into the TV for a monitor as 
well as the video, stereo and telephone. 

The Envision has been designed to be used from the 
comfort of your sofa. There, with the infra-red keyboard 
(with built-in trackball) balanced on your knee, it operates 
in the same way as any other PC. 

The remote control for the CD-ROM drive lets you play 
multimedia titles, music CDs and the new digital Video-CDs, 
which are beginning to replace today’s video cassettes. Both 
these devices can be used up to five metres away from the TV. 

Then, for better sound quality you can connect the 


CD-ROM drive to your stereo amplifier. 


The MIDI connection on the front panel exists to con- 


_ nect keyboards and other musical instruments for the bud- 


ding musician to play, compose and arrange music while 
displaying the score on the monitor. 

The only missing piece of the puzzle is an infra-red 
joystick. This is partly compensated for by a plug on the 
front of the system. 

Although the TV screen is great for all the colour and move- 
ment of multimedia titles, when it comes to serious use of 
the keyboard for report writing and so on, it could be better. 

I had to beef up the font size from 10 to 20 points to be able 
to read it easily and continually re-balance the keyboard for 
extended typing stints. If you plan to use it for work I suggest 
you hook up a traditional PC monitor and sit up close. 

An optional fax/modem card links the system to the 
telephone via a normal phone cable. This is your passport 
to the outside world of on-line services such as the Internet, 
CompuServe and the Microsoft Network. It provides for an 
answering machine and doubles as a fax. 

Instead of using Windows 95 to move between applications, 
Olivetti developed Oliport, a series of colourfully-animated screens 
to make it easier for new users. The idea is to click on books for 
multimedia titles, a globe for the Internet, a telephone for the 
answering machine and a toy box for the kids’ education titles.

is a great story — period,” says Toy 
Story director John Lasseter, whose 
computer production company Pixar worked closely with 
Disney to bring this film to life. Toys, as John explains, were 
the obvious choice. Being non-organic objects they were 
easier to re-create as three-dimensional objects on-screen than 
human beings, who play a minor role in the film. The difficul- 
ties, however, lay elsewhere. 

“On this film we spend a lot of time making the world 
dirty,” John laughs, referring to the hours his trained artists 
put in to give the clean computer images their authentic, 
lived-in look — dirt stains on the bedspreads, mould in the 
corners of the room, cracks in the paint. Texture, colour and 
lighting also needed to be added. 

“It’s a caricature of reality,” John explains. “We wanted to 
make it believable without being real.” 

Specialists in hand-drawn, puppet and clay animation 
were all brought on board and trained to use computers in 
what proved to be a remarkable merging of creative and 
technical talent. Of the 27 animators, 22 had never worked on 
computers before. 

Tom Hank’s involvement in the movie was also a plus. “To 
me it was very important to have Tom Hanks play Woody,” 
John explains, “because even when Woody 
was being not such a nice guy Tom makes 
him appealing.” 

In turn, teaming him with Tim Allen 
proved an amazing piece of casting ingenuity. 
Two-and-a-half years ago (when Tom and 
Tim started recording their voices) Tim had 
completed just one season of Home 
Improvement, and no-one dared dream he’d 
become the huge star he is today. 

“We were just lucky, I guess,” John jokes. 
But somehow when it comes to Disney, luck 
just doesn’t seem to enter the equation.

departments of the 90s 
are no exception. The latest 
trend for some high schools 
is to label themselves 
“technology highs” — an 
attractive lure for parents 
looking for the best computer 
education their tax dollar 
can buy. 

Certainly, some technol- 
ogy highs have exciting 
projects on the go, but we 
shouldn’t lose sight of 
the fact that there are a lot 
of other schools involved 
in the cutting edge of 
computer education. And 
while technology means 
more than just computers, 
education is more than just 
technology. 

“What’s important is 
that students feel empow- 
ered to use technology,” 
says Bruce Rigby, Senior 
Project Officer in the 
Directorate of School 
Education of Victoria. “So 
when you're looking at 








schools, look at their atti- 
tude towards technology, 
rather than the number of 
computers.” | 


TECHNOLOGY — 
ANIMAL OR MINERAL? 


But first, exactly what is 
technology? Sue Harriman, 
Senior Curriculum Advisor 
for Technology Education in 
New South Wales, explains: 
“In technology the emphasis 
is on students learning to 
use resources, to make deci- 
sions and solve problems.” 

Take a look at Macarthur 
Girls Technology High in 
Sydney, where students 
used distilled oils to make 
perfumes and deodorants. 
In the process they had to 
plan what they wanted to 
do, make the product and 
then evaluate it. Harriman 
says: “Technology is about 
real activity for real purposes, 
ending up with real 
products.” 

Principals of some schools 
where technology is a success 
story say that a change from 
traditional school structures 
and a change in teaching 
styles is needed. 

Lynn Wendtman is 
principal of Cherrybrook 
Technology High in Sydney, 
the only purpose-built 
technology high school 
among the 29 created in 
New South Wales since 
1990. She says: “Good 
technology high schools use 
an independent, problem- 
solving approach. It’s not 
just putting a computer in 
front of the kids.” 

“Teachers have to be pre- 
pared to take a back seat 
and teach in a co-operative 
style,” Wendtman explains.

after talking to a few experts he was 
convinced the Net’s merits outweighed 
its faults.

“It’s just like watching videos — you 
need parental guidance where young 
people are concerned.” 

While Cheez TV is a fine example of 
children using the Internet in a positive 
way, the cloud of controversy surround- 
ing children and the Net remains. 
Although commercial on-line services, 
such as CompuServe and the Microsoft 
Network, practise a form of self-censor- 
ship, the comparative wilds of the 
Internet are another matter entirely. 

Responding to the Net furore, some 
high-profile members of the computer 
industry have suggested a voluntary rating 
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system similar to the one currently used 
for films and video games. The contro- 
versy has also spawned a couple of gen- 
uinely helpful software products for 
protecting children from potentially 
harmful material. 

SurfWatch, from SurfWatch Software 
(1-415-948-9500 in the US) and Net 
Nanny, from CheckMARK Technologies 
({02| 9957 6970), both act as software “filters” 
for undesirable material on the Internet. 








There are heaps of fun activities for

These programs automatically block 
access to any site whose address con- 
tains pornographic trigger words and 
enable parents to password-protect 
those sites they deem unacceptable. 
Both products come with a list of pre- 
installed “banned” sites, and can be

A 
reporter from the Daily Typo stood with 
a camera, ready to capture the event.

“You the winner?” grunted the manager 
of Computers R Us. 

“Yes I am!” I beamed. 

“You've got five minutes to take 
what you like — except cash registers 
and female store assistants.

“Computers”. 

A PC, a PC, my kingdom for a PC. I 
scrabbled through a shelf-load of units, 
searching for a computer with the new 
686 processor . ..

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The clock was against me, so I quickly 
settled on a Compaq Deskpro XL 
complete with a Pentium 133MHz 
processor.

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loaded with 16Mb of RAM, but soft- 
ware seems to require more and more 
memory with every new release. I shov- 
elled an extra 8Mb into the trolley, then 
I thought, to hell with it, and took an 
additional 8Mb. 

With the nerve centre well and truly in 
the bag it was time to build my dream office. 


DREAM ON 


Originally, I wanted a printer and a 
scanner (colour, naturally) but in the 
“Peripherals” aisle I found a Canon 
CLC 800 colour photocopier which con- 
nected with a PC to additionally pro- 
vide high-resolution colour printing 
and 400 dots per inch scanning. “Gotta 
have one of these!” I thought, heaving 
the cabinet into my trolley. 

(As an afterthought, I also grabbed a 
Hewlett-Packard LaserJet 4L black and 
white laser printer; useful for regular 
print jobs and rather cheaper to run.) 

Still with digital images in mind, I 
snaffled a Kodak DCS460. Just like a 
real camera, this state-of-the-art piece 
was able to take digital photographs 
and record them onto its own tiny hard 
drive. The photos could be downloaded 
straight into my PC and sent over the 
Net or printed on my wonderful new 
Canon photocopier. 

The clock was ticking, the sweat was 
really starting to run and the trolley 
wheels were beginning to buckle. 
Suddenly I realised my office wasn’t 
even multimedia-enabled. I skidded 
over to the “Sight and Sound” aisle, and 
hurriedly loaded up with an NEC 
MultiSpin 6Xe CD Reader CD-ROM 
drive. Three times the speed of a regular 
CD drive? Yes, please! 

For digital sound I swiped a 
SoundBlaster AW32 16-bit card, and since 
speakers are the key to truly decent vibes, 
threw a couple of Bowers & Wilkins speak- 
ers into my trolley for good measure.

This is a bit off-putting, but I know 
these journalists had worked on beta 
copies (the unfinished versions) of 
Windows 95 which still had bugs. 
There’s a good chance Microsoft will 
have fixed up a lot of the problems with 
the real release of its product in late 
August.

This is 
refreshing — a visual approach to Win- 
dows 95 — full of illustrations that tell 
me absolutely everything, step-by-step, 
that I think I’d ever want to know. It’s 
straightforward style delivers informa- 
tion in a practical and unpatronising 
way, making it suitable for everyone 
from a first-timer to a power-user. 

Plus, inside the back cover there’s a 
training disk — a chance to get a peak at 
what Windows 95 looks like. 

Even if I’d never used Windows 
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before, this is a great book. There’s not 
much here about installing Windows 95, 
but it’s the sort of book I’ll need once I 
get started. 

11.58am: To avoid a career-limiting 
move and the risk of damaging the PC at 
work, I opt to use my home computer. 
This way I can afford to be more adven- 
turous and, besides, rumour has it that 
games, CD-ROMs, on-line services and 
maybe even some old DOS stuff will 
work more reliably with Windows 95. 

So it is that I embark on my second 
upgrade to Windows 95. 

12.00: With basically my research 
done I’m ready for some real work. But 
first, lunch. 

12.30pm: To begin with, Windows 95 
files need plenty of room on my hard 
drive — about 100Mb should do it. Any- 
way, it’s a good excuse to clear out of the 
closet any old, forgotten and unused 
files and applications. Just like the back 
of my wardrobe, it’s amazing what’s 
there — but that’s another story. 

1.00pm: Ideally, I need to do a com- 
plete backup of my hard drive. But 
there’s no tape backup unit, and back- 
ing up 200Mb of applications and files 
onto floppies is out of the question. 
This forces me to pick and choose 
copies of all the essential directories 
and files of documents or graphics I 
want to keep, and leave the rest to fate. 
I reason that I can always reinstall any 
applications later.

No PCs goin’ to outsmart me 


Following Australian PC World's 
advice I get rid of any programs that load 
automatically. This means changing the 
autoexec.bat and config.sys files by 
removing anything that isn’t necessary to 
boot the system such as memory man- 
agers and antivirus utilities. (Before | 
make any of these changes I copy the orig- 
inal files to a floppy so I have something 
to start up with should disaster strike.) 

I also open a file called win.ini in 
Notepad and then place a colon in front 
of the lines that start with “load=” and 
“run=" to disable them. (For example, 
“-load=c: \msoffice.exe.”) 

A few crucial, last-minute details 
include making a rescue disk (see the 
Rescue Me sidebar) and formatting a 
blank floppy for use later. 

2.00pm: My Daewoo Pentium PC 
(complete with 16Mb RAM and 800Mb 
hard drive) and I are now ready for 
business. 

Estimated install time is anywhere 
between thirty minutes to an hour.

Armed with the Windows 95 CD- 
ROM I pull down the Run menu from 
the Program Manager for the last time, 
select the drive and double-click on 
setup.exe. The Setup Wizard now takes 
over. 

A series of dialogue boxes steps me 
through the setup, asking me various 
questions. I can retreat or cancel the 
installation at any time. But if I cancel 
the installation after the Setup Wizard 
starts to copy files I could be in trouble. 

2.05pm: Apart from a couple of criti- 
cal questions the Windows Wizard 
pretty much looks after everything. 

After some initial routine checks, the 
Wizard asks where I would like to install 
my new operating system. It’s very 
tempting to install it into a separate 
directory like [c:\win95] which gives me 
the option to use my old copy of Win- 
dows. However, I opt against it on the 
grounds that it might create difficulties 
later on. I choose [c:\windows] and 
overwrite the old version of Windows. 

Iam now committed! 

2.23pm: Some whizzing and 
whirring and the Wizard politely asks if 
I want to save system files. Yes — this 
makes it easier should I ever want to 





make the return trip to Windows 3.11. 

2.27pm: More’ whizzing and 
whirring. What type of installation do I 
want? Typical, Portable, Compact or 
Custom? Seeing as I have 800Mb of hard 
drive and the option to pick and choose 
later, I select Typical. (See What I Want 
sidebar, page 32.) 








Hmmm. Now | think | understand 


2.35pm: The Setup Wizard continues 
to busy itself as it searches my system. 
The next few questions are pretty 
basic: my user name and company. 
Much clicking and whirring and a 
note advises that I’m now in for the long 
haul. If the disc stops, it says that I should 
turn off the PC and turn it back on. (Do 
not use Ctrl-Alt-Del.) I hold my breath... 
2.40pm: Phew ... made it! Do I want 
to install some of the built-in communi- 
cations tools? Definitely! I have my 
modem handy and am keen to check out 
the Microsoft Network and Microsoft 
Fax. Microsoft Mail I can live without. 











2.43pm: Having almost passed the 
point of no return, I’m offered a list of 
options. 

[hit the Details button and get a full 
list of all the components available. 

Like a kid in a candy shop I sign up 
for the on-line users guide, Quick View 
(so I can look at files without opening 
them), the range of multimedia bits 
and bobs and disk compression. I select 
just about everything except things to 
do with networks, which I know I 
won't need anyway. 

2.50pm: At the next prompting I 
elect to create a Windows 95 Startup 
disk and am warned that if I want to 
change anything, now is the time. I flick 
back through the last few screens, but I 
feel pretty confident. 

2.52pm: I obediently label the spare 
floppy “Windows 95. startup” 
insert it. Oops! A curt little message 
spits back that this floppy is not high- 
density 1.2Mb, so would I kindly rec- 
tify my mistake. I duly hunt down 
another floppy. This time it accepts it 
and everything goes quiet. 

3.05pm: I leave for a coffee and 
some desperately-needed respite. 

3.30pm: On returning I find nothing 
has changed, so I take a punt, eject the

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floppy, desperately hoping that I won’t 
destroy my system. With that a little 
message pops up to tell me that it 
could not initiate the floppy, and I 
should repeat the procedure. (Thanks a 
lot, Microsoft, for letting me know!) 

3.32: I reinsert said Windows 95 
Startup Disk and note the sweet churn- 
ing noise of files clicking over — music 
to my ears. 

3.45: Windows 95 is copying to my 
hard drive. I remove the infamous 
start-up disk and restart my PC. 

Now here was a sight for sore 
eyes — the opening screen of Win- 
dows 95. My PC is officially home to 
Windows 95. 

Sweet success! 





FIRST LOOKS 


4pm: Windows 95 definitely has a new 
feel with all its smart-looking icons and 
folders. This is going to take a little 
time to get to know. A ten-minute tour 
is enough to orientate me with the 
START key for commencing programs. 
4.10pm: It didn’t take long to work 
out that the START button is the centre 
of the Windows 95 universe. From here 
I find my old Windows applications. 
Although they look a little different, in 
terms of fonts and screen arrangement 
everything works fine. Hooray! 

The real surprise is to find that my 
Waltzing Matilda CD-ROM plays more 
clearly and efficiently than before. 
Even my Banksia pocket modem and 
CompuServe work perfectly. 

A few notable absences from this 
new look are the File Manager and the 
Program Manager. File Manager has 
been replaced by two similar pro- 
grams, one called Explorer and the 
other called My Computer. (Program 
Manager and File Manager are still 
there if I get homesick.) 

My Computer makes it easy to copy 
and move files by just dragging a file 
from one window to another and is a 
great place to create Shortcuts. (See 
below.) 

Explorer also shows me files in the 
form of lists rather than folders and 
windows. (It’s really up to me to 
decide which one I prefer to use.) 

The Taskbar is also new, and this is 
where the famous Start button sits 


SHORTCUTS 


One really neat feature is Shortcuts. In much the same way as | like to leave 
files lying around on my desk so | can find them easily, Windows 95 lets me 
leave files on its desktop by creating shortcuts. 

Just find the file or the program in Explorer or My Computer and, using a 
right click of the mouse button, select Create Shortcuts then drag the file out 
of its window and onto the desktop. Now it’s there, ready for use every time 


you start up Windows 95. 
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PLUG'N’ PLAY. 


Whether you’re upgrading or buy- 
ing new, having a system that fully 
supports Plug and Play will 
increase the likelihood that the 
machine will be able to configure 
expansion boards automatically. 

Nearly all new PCs have a Plug 
and Play BIOS and many old ones 
can be upgraded. Be aware, how- 
ever, that some early Plug and Play 
BlOSes are defective and should 
be replaced. 

To give Win95 Plug and Play its 
best chance of working with PCI, 
look for a system with a PCI bus 
built to the 2.1 specification. You 
may have to question your sales 
rep closely, or call the manufac- 
turer to determine your PCI 
device’s pedigree.

overdue accounts, and generate and 
print invoices, statements, quotes and 
mailing labels. You can pull prices of 
materials from Price Book, and pay- 
ments entered in Invoices are auto- 
matically transferred through to 
Accountancy — a conventional debit 
and credit system. 

Price Book helps maintain up-to- 
date prices for your materials, and you 
can print stock totals and re-order lists.

Not quite a word processor, 
Typewriter is modelled on, well, a 
typewriter — complete with the warn- 
ing bell that sounds as the text 
approaches the right margin.

Bizz Wizz won’t let you use a 
mouse, but there are keyboard prompts 
in the bar at the bottom of the screen, 
and oodles of on-line help.

Even if you don’t give a paperclip 
about paper planes, The Greatest 
Paper Airplanes is great fun. Its 
spunky, animated sequences can enter- 
tain you for hours but, sooner or later, 
you're bound to succumb and try fold- 
ing a few fliers. 

There are 25 different models, rang- 
ing from basic darts to stunning star- 
ships, but you'll have to register to get 
more than the five darts supplied in the 
shareware version. Once you choose a 
model, you can step through a 3-D 
demonstration fold-by-fold. 

At any point you can back up the 
video one step or select from three 
speeds for a continuous display. 
Advanced video controls let you 
change the camera angle and zoom, 
flip or rotate the image. 

These advanced controls can be 
switched off if you want to keep things 
simple. The accompanying printed 
directions keep pace with the video, 
and finish off with advice on the finer 
points of launching your creation. 

The skill required for folding is 
included with the instructions for each 
plane. For instance, three of the darts 
are rated easy and two are rated mod- 
erate. You can print lines to guide fold- 
ing, and even include decorative or 
military art. 

There are two groups of tutorials, 
which have animations aimed at the 
younger set. One group covers the his- 
tory of aviation, the theory of flight, 
aeroplane terminology and hints on 
what to do if your paper plane goes 
kamikaze. The other deals with paper 
— the history of making it and the 
basics of folding it effectively. 

Here’s a word of warning. There’s a 
CD-ROM with a similar title, produced 
by one of the large commercial soft- 
ware outfits. It’s not related to this 
shareware — and not nearly as good. 

The registered version of The 
Greatest Paper Airplanes _ costs 
$US39.95, which includes overseas 
postage. This gives you all 25 planes, a 
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Windows screen saver, sound effects 
(you'll need a sound card for these), an 
aircraft trivia module and a pad printed 
with all the designs, ready for folding. 

To run the program, you'll need a 
minimum of Windows 3.1, 2Mb of 
RAM (4Mb recommended), 2Mb of 
hard drive space and a mouse.

CLOSING ALL WINDOWS 


AT ONCE 
Suppose that you’ve opened a gaggle 


of folders and their windows are lying 
open all over the screen. And suppose 
that the niggling neatness_ ethic 
instilled in you by your mother com- 
pels you to clean up a bit. 

You could, of course, click the close 
box of each window, one at a time. But 
it’s far faster to click only one win- 
dow’s close box while pressing the 
Option key. Bam, bam, bam — they all 
close automatically, one after another.

When you're trying to find a o@npint

If you press Option while double- 
clicking each nested folder, though, the 
Mac will neatly close the previous win- 


. dow before opening the next one. Wow — 
this computer even cleans up after you!

In Figure A, you could press Option 
while double-clicking the NSW folder; 
the Australia folder that contains it 
would automatically close as the new 
window opened (B). 

OK. So here we are in the NSW 
folder. What if we want to backtrack 
and go back to the Australia folder (or 
the World folder)? There’s a little- 
known trick that lets you jump to the 
folder that contains it: press the 
Command key and click the window’s 
title! 

In Figure C, you Command-click 
the word NSW at the top of the win- 
dow. Now you slide down the pop-up 
menu that lists the nested folders from 
innermost to outermost. Let go when 
you reach the folder you want; the Mac 
opens the folder you selected. 

And, logically enough, if you press 
Command and Option as you choose 
the new folder name, you'll simultane- 
ously close the original nested window.

THE SILENCE OF THE TRASH 


Let’s review: you drag an icon on the 
top of the Trash can and the icon disap- 
pears. The Trash can bulges. You smile 
gently at the zaniness of it all. Then 
you choose Empty Trash from the 
Special menu, and a little message 
appears on the screen, saying some- 
thing like: 





The Trash contains 3 items, which use 96K | 
of disk space. Are you sure you want to 
permanently remove these items? 


























If you want to dump the trash, but 
you don’t want the message to appear, 
press our friend Mr Option Key while 
you choose Empty Trash. (Option is 
also the key for emptying the trash 
when the Mac tells you there’s some- 
thing “locked” in the Trash can.) 

If you want to, you can shut up the 
Trash’s warning permanently. It’s easy 
and fun! Click the Trash can. Choose 
get Info from the File menu. Turn off 
“Warn before emptying”. There — 
what an improvement! 


MULTITASKING METHODS 


As you discovered early on, the Mac 
lets you run more than one program 
simultaneously. You can switch from 
one program to another by 
choosing the program’s name 
from the Application menu at 
the top right of your screen, 
marked by the icon [ (or the 
icon of whichever program is 
currently in front). 

We haven’t yet examined 
the other commands in this 
menu, such as Hide Others and 
Show All. These are anti- 
COWS commands that help 
keep your screen neat and 
clean. For example, suppose 
that you’re trying to use the 
Calculator, but so many other 
programs are running that 
your eyes cross. 

By choosing Hide Others 
from the Application menu, all 
windows that belong to other 
programs disappear, leaving 
the frontmost window all by 
itself. 

The other programs are still 
running, and they do still exist, 
but the windows, plain and 
simple, are now hidden. You 
can verify this by checking the 
Application menu, where 
you'll see that their icons 
appear dimmed. 

So how does the Option key

play into all this? When you switch 
from one program to another, you can 
make the program you're leaving hide 








itself automatically if you press Option 
while choosing the new program’s 
name (or clicking in its window). That 
way you always keep nonessential pro- 
grams hidden. 


MAKING AN INSTANT 
DOCUMENT COPY 


Using Finder, you can make duplicates 
of your files. Normally, when you drag 
an icon from one folder to another 
on the same disk, of course, you simply 
move that icon. But if you press 
Option while dragging an icon to a 
new folder (or to the Desktop — the 
grey background) the Mac places a 
copy of the file in the new folder and

ALPHABETISE THE ICONS! 


For the neat freak, there’s nothing 
worse than a mass of messy icons 
cluttering a window. If you choose 
Clean Up Window from the Special 
menu, the Mac will align each icon to 
an invisible grid so that at least they’re 
neatly arranged. But (1) that won’t 
alphabetise them, and (2) that won't 
maximise space in the window by 
eliminating gaps. 

If you press (guess which key?) 
Option while choosing Clean Up 
Window, though, it changes to say 
Clean Up by Name. And the effect 
is totally different — the Mac (1) 
alphabetises your icons, and (2) moves 
them so that they take up as little 
window space as pS 


HOW TO FIND A LosT FILE 


You haven't really poked around much 
with the Find command, but it’s a 
doozie. Just choose Find from the File 
menu (or use the keyboard equivalent 
Command-F), and this box appears: 





In the highlighted text box, type a 
few identifying letters of the name of 
the file you’re looking for. For example, 
if you can’t find your System Folder, 
you could just type SYS and then click 
Find (or press the Return key). It 
doesn’t matter whether you type 
capitals or lowercase letters. The 
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Finder will look for the nearest file that 
contains (not necessarily begins with) 
the letters you’ve specified. 

But what if there are several files on 
your disk that contain the same letters? 
Easy. Each time the Find command dis- 
plays the wrong icon, choose Find 
Again from the File menu. Or just press 
Command-G, as in, “Guess again, 
diskbrain”. The Mac will hunt through 
your files and highlights the next one it 
finds that contains those same letters.

JUST SAYING NO 


There’s a wonderful keyboard shortcut 
that means no in Mac language. And that 
magic keystroke is Command-period (.). 
Let’s say you double-click an icon 
by mistake.

And if the Mac keeps saying: “Please 
insert the disk: Purple Puppychow” (or 
whatever your floppy disk was called), 
you can tell it to shut up by doing that 
Command-period thing over and over 
again until the Mac settles down with a 
whimper.

n 1983, I attended a lavish 
presentation by Sydney’s 


marketing students predict- 
ing an immediate boom in home com- 
puting. There was no boom, only a 
trickle, and households inherited a 
new space problem: the disused 
Commodore, Atari, Apple, Acorn, 
Tandy or whatever was taking up 
‘ space in the broom cupboard. 

Ever since, I have been struggling 
with the phenomenon they called 
“home computing”. Somebody must 
have wanted computers to get into the 
homes, but was it you? The youngsters 
played a few games, ran out of money 
for more, or plain grew out of it. The 
adults mostly watched. 

Was there a need? Yes, but it wasn’t 
met by the computers of the day. Even 
one year ago, or maybe two, I would 
still have been hesitant when a parent 
asked if they “ought” to have a PC at 
home. In schools they weren’t too 
clear about it either, running dubious 
“computer literacy” classes as if your 
future depended on learning BASIC. 
It doesn’t. 

_ Then some dramatic events turned 

the tables. Both sound “fancy”, but 
they are your best reasons to bother 
with a family computer: multimedia 
and the Internet. Don’t contemplate a 
PC that cannot exploit those. 

With the Internet and multimedia 
the computer becomes a channel of 
information and entertainment backed

by a gigantic growth industry. Word 
processing, accounting and fax are use- 
ful, but did you need them enough to 
spend thousands of dollars? They were 
lonely pursuits. 

Why multimedia? Because tradi- 
tional forms of entertainment can take 
advantage of such a computer. Because 
you can express yourself in ways you 
know, instead of learning to program. 

Why Internet? For similar reasons. 
This is our new global mail system, 
and a vast resource of information. 
Finally you don’t have to do all the 
work, pecking out correspondence on 
your PC; you can receive from others 
— simply “cruise”. 

For me, the computer truly built for 
the new order is today’s Power 
Macintosh. Two years ago I was reluc- 
tant about Macs for home use (let 
alone other PCs), because the “home” 
models weren’t powerful enough. 
Now, every out-of-the-box Macintosh 
easily copes with live video and music. 

The Performa 5200, for example, 
plays your normal audio CDs from its 
built-in CD-ROM like any other home 
hi-fi. In addition, it can record music or 
your own voice and let you compose 
tracks of your own. It plays digital 
video like a charm, and for some $400+ 
(often included when you buy it) you 
can insert a TV tuner to play commer- 
cial channels or VCR movies on the 
screen. 

Look at the Internet. Once a dreary 
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text-based network for academics, it 
has exploded with sound and movie 
samples, images of foreign lands, inter- 
active games. All because we finally 
have PCs capable of dealing with it. 

There is already a loose gathering of 
“Netizens” — individuals who have 
their own personal Web page. Some 
post their credentials for the world to 
see, maybe hoping for a job, others 
simply express themselves, displaying 
their artwork, poems, writing, or tastes 
in music. There has never been a 
medium of such reach; a student’s 
work that might have made the school 
newsletter can now be published to the 
world at large. 

Last night I mailed a teaser to my 
daughter who is studying in a small 
Norwegian town of less than 400,000 
people. I suggested she go and see 
Mel Gibson in Braveheart at her local 
cinema; it is on this week. Then I 
reminded her that the Tour of Seven 
Mountains is on, a marathon annual 
trek in that city. I sent her a photo of the 
highest mountain. 

This was doable because I cruised 
the Internet to the Bergen cinemas’ 
home page, and then scavenged a few 
other sites for cultural and sports 
events. This is the kind of awesome 
global power we have thrust into our 
hands, and this, contrary to home com- 
puting of the mid-’80s, is a boat you 
cannot afford to miss. &

RECREATING THE 
NET FOR THE NET 


Perhaps the biggest chal- 
lenge facing The Net’s pro- 
duction team was to 
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recreate the Internet on- 
screen in a way that was 
both believable and enter- 
taining. The film’s com- 
puter graphics supervisor 
and technical consultant, 
Todd Marks, wanted to 
keep the Internet technol- 
ogy as true-to-life as possi- 
ble, but some concessions 
had to be made so film- 
goers who didn’t know 
much about computers 
could still follow the story. 

Marks enlisted the help 
of computer consultants 
Alex and Harold Mann, 
who, together with a group 
of other designers, wrote 
all the computer code for 
the film. Using the Macin- 
tosh multimedia design 
program, MacroMedia 
Director, the group created 
lively-looking screens, 
many of them custom- 
made to help propel The 
Net's story along. Marks’s 
team also used Apple 
QuickTake digital cameras 
to capture many of the 
images used on computer 
screens throughout the 
film.

hen I was about four or five 
years old, no day was com- 
plete without a dose of Dr 
Seuss. I constantly read his books cover- 
to-cover and knew them all by heart. So 
when I heard that The Cat in the Hat was 
back as part of Dr Seuss’s ABC, a new 
CD-ROM from Living Books, it con- 
vinced me that the developers really 
know the way to a kid’s heart. 

In the words of the late Theodore 
Geisel, aka Dr Seuss: “Children want 
the same things we want. To laugh, to 
be challenged, to be entertained and 
delighted.” 

In that same vein, this multimedia 
version of The Cat in the Hat is branded 
with that distinctive Seussian humour.

But now there’s a high- 
flying new competitor for the 
role of sky king. Looking 
Glass Technologies has just 
released Flight Unlimited, 
an aerobatics sim that sets 
new benchmarks for both 
technology and ease of use. 

Designed as a “play- 
ground” for experiencing 
high-performance flight, Flight 
Unlimited offers three-dimen- 
sional scenery so breathtaking 
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that casual observers may 
think it’s a video of an actual 
flight. The sights do get more 
pixelated as you approach 
the ground, but, from 5,000 
feet, you could swear you’re 
in the air. By comparison, 
Flight Simulator 5.1 feels 
somewhat flat even at the 
highest resolutions. 

But don’t go looking for 
well-defined buildings, roads 
and landmarks like those found 
in Flight Simulator 5.1.

But Flight Unlimited tops 
Flight Simulator in a couple 
of key areas for beginners: 
user interface and flight 
training. Flight Simulator 5.1 
still depends on its standard 
Windows-like menu system 
to adjust all its options. It’s 
functional — and dull. Flight 
Unlimited creates a 3-D 
world right from the start. 

You begin in one of five 
fixed bases of operations, a 
first person 3-D depiction of a 
building off the runway.

Some are 
producing value packs 
made up of a variety of 
older titles from various 
companies, while others 
are bundling their own 
aging veterans. Most 

collections are for the 
PC, although there are a 
handful of fine collections 
for the Macintosh. 
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Perhaps the best game 
compilation on the market is 
Carbela Tek’s Jam Pak. 
Although it includes only four 
titles, they’re all fairly current 
hits: Panzer General, the Hot 
World War Il strategy game 
from Strategic Simulations 
(SSI); Fleet Defender, a still- 
fun flight sim from 
Microprose; best-in-class 
auto racing sim Indy Car 
Racing from Papyrus; and the 
first-person action/adventure 
System Shock from Origin. 
The inclusion of popular titles 
from big-name developers 
still enjoying Success sepa- 
rates the Jam Pak from the 
rest of the herd. 


HOT SPOTS 


As far as single-company 
compilations go, one of the 
best is the LucasArts 
Archives Vol. 1, which 
includes the action adventure 
Indiana Jones and the Fate 
of Atlantis; the humorous 
adventure Day of the 
Tentacle; the hysterical Sam 
and Max Hit The Road; and 
Rebel Assault Special 
Edition, a sampler of three 
levels from LucasArts’ 
smash action hit. 

Each of these titles 
enjoyed rave reviews as well 
as retail success. If you 
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Rebel assault: 
Ultimate Star Wars 


missed these hits the first 
time around, now you can get 
them all for less than $70. 
As a bonus, LucasArts also 
throws in its Star Wars 
Screen Entertainment screen 
saver and playable demos of 
Dark Forces, Full Throttle and 
The Dig. 

If you’re not an electronic 
adventurer, try SSI’s strategy 
and role-playing packs. 
Critic’s Choice is an ideal 
compilation for die-hard strat- 
egy fans. It includes Serf City: 
Life is Feudal, a strategy/sim- 
ulation set in the middle 
ages; Ultimate Domain, which 
offers a nice blend of role- 
playing adventure, simulation 
and warfare; Archon Ultra 
and Dark Legions, both of 
which combine chess with 
arcade style combat; and the 
pastits-prime ChessMaster 
3000 chess program.

Similarly, role-playing fans will 
discover weeks of adventure 
in SSI’s Three Worlds of 
Advanced Dungeons & 
Dragons compilation, which 
includes Dark Sun: Shattered 
Lands; Ravenloft: Strahd’s

The Genie’s Curse. 

Just because a game 
compilation doesn’t tote any

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n the dark ages (only a few years 

ago), laser printers were so expen- 

sive that company bean counters 
would break into a cold sweat at the 
sight of a manager with a printer 
brochure in hand. 

This pretty much meant that home 
or small office users had to exclude 
laser printers from their hardware 
shopping lists. Thankfully, things have 
changed and laser printers have 
dropped significantly in price to com- 
pete with inkjet printers. 

Apart from the initial cost of the 
printer itself, it’s also important to bear 
in mind the other costs that come with 
running a printer. Power costs aren't 
much of an issue, since the three 
printers tested at our Test Centre all 
comply with US Energy Star ratings. 

Another running cost to consider is 
toner cartridges. All of the printers use 
toner cartridges that produce a certain 
amount of pages, but prices vary from 
machine to machine. As far as paper 
handling goes, all printers could han- 
dle A4 size, which is pretty much the 
standard in Australia. Surprisingly for 
such low-cost printers, the Star and the 
NEC also have the ability to print on 
both sides of the same sheet. 

Another surprising feature of these 
printers is the printer drivers that ship 
with them. Drivers afford control over 
image enhancement and manipulation, 
paper sizes, power management, fonts 
and almost any aspect of printing you 
can think of.

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Netscape 
gets Netted 


Recent postings to an Internet security 
newsgroup detailing efforts to 
undermine the security features of the 
Netscape Navigator Web browser 
didn't go unnoticed by technical staff 
at Netscape. 

Two University of California, 
Berkeley students claimed to have 
reproduced the encryption keys 
generated by the browser, enabling 
them to decipher encrypted messages 
sent over the Internet. 

Engineers at Netscape confirmed 
that this was in fact a flaw in the 
software rather than a limitation in the 
RSA software component of the 
package. The US Government restricts 
the international market to a 40-bit 
implementation of the security 
software. 

The latest version of Netscape 
Navigator, Version 2.0, fixes the 
problems and is available now with 
extra security mechanisms. 


Mosaic Nuked 


Meanwhile, at AUUG 95 in 
Sydney last month, John Hardin 
of the US National Centre for 
Supercomputing Applications 
stated that all work on the 
popular Web browser Mosaic had 
been frozen. All, that is, except 
the Microsoft Windows platform, 
“where Microsoft has an 
interest”. Hardin stated that the 
organisation was now focusing on 
new software development.

America Online (AOL) publicly condemned the use 
of its Online Service in the US for the distribution 
of porn material last month after the Feds arrested 
around 12 suspects for using the service to 
distribute child pornography and lure minors into 
sex. 

Company president Steve Case encouraged 
neighbourhood watch-type programs to report on 
any illegal activity and outlined new AOL blocking 
controls for parents to limit their children's access 
to certain areas of AOL and the Internet.

Business on the 
internet — are 
commercial 
enterprises actually 
making any money or 
is on-line commerce 
still just a lot 

of hype?

Electronic commerce, home shopping, 
cybershopping, on-line storefronts. 
The buzzwords are being invented 
faster than the technology develops. 
Once again the hype machine has far 
outstripped actual activity in the 
arena. The Yahoo index in the 
category of Shopping Centres has 
over 300 entries as we go to press. 
This figure will easily double over the 
next six months. It seems everybody 
wants a piece of the on-line action, 
but are any of them making money? 
There are several styles of on-line 
presence available on the World Wide 
Web. The first and easiest is to simply 
give information about your company 
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COMMERCE 


and its products or services. This type 
of setup is cheap and easy to install 
and requires little or no further 
maintenance. The disadvantage of this 
kind of Web page is that it is boring 
and offers no reason for the Web 
browser to return. 

To encourage browsers to return 
to your site and to catch the well- 
sought after “bookmark” (a tag in 
each individual's browser software 
which saves the location in a “hotlist” 
to make it easy to return to later), a 
site needs to be dynamic: changing 
often and providing interaction and 
feedback from the browsers. A Web 
site is not, after all, a billboard. 

Other types of Web sites require 
more interaction and extra work from 
the information provider. Newspaper 
and magazine advertisements need to 
be refreshed every so often. Web sites 
need to change as often as is 
practically possible with changes 
highlighted to show the dynamism of 
the site — hopefully to gain a 
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“bookmark” from interested parties. 

Good examples of dynamic, 
interactive and successful Web sites 
are easy to find. Wired magazine, a 
popular paper-based magazine 
featuring on-line issues, last year 
launched an on-line magazine called 
Hotwired (http://www.hotwired.com) 
which, as well as containing the full 
text of the magazine, updates and 
expands on the articles, includes a 
message system for feedback and 
discussion of the topics, chat facilities, 
sound samples and entirely new 
features unrelated to the paper 
magazine. “Hotwired" is a magazine 
in its own right, supported by its own 
sponsors. 

With a staff of over 50, Hotwired 
can certainly afford to be dynamic and 
exciting. 

It is certainly possible to create an 
interesting and dynamic site on a 
smaller budget, but it takes a certain 
amount of commitment, vision and 
stamina to keep your Web site fresh 
and relevant. 

Word travels quickly on the Net, 
and by providing quality information 
and regular updates in a useful 
format, people will soon start visiting 
your site, linking it into their own 
sites, and hopefully placing you in 
their bookmark files. 

Aussie Music Online (AMO) 
proprietor Paul Trewern has been 
on-line for around six months and has, 
so far, exceeded the expectations set 
out in his business plan. “We're a little 
different to some of the others. As far 
as the money-making side of it goes, 
this is our sole business, we haven't got 
any other income behind us." That 
said, Trewern does not expect 
to be turning a profit from his 
business until the business is at 
least eighteen months old. 

AMO specialises in promoting and 
selling Australian music on the Net, 
particularly for the export market 
where Mr Trewern can undercut

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AMO sells hard-to-find CD titles around the world via the Net 


import prices. With pictures of the 
CDs and samples of the music placed 
on-line, the sales are labour intensive 
and a fair volume needs to be sold 
before the company makes a profit. 
Trewern provides plenty of free 
information in an attempt to lure 
browsers into the on-line shop at 
http://www.aussiemusic.com.au. 
“Part of the whole concept is that 
we're trying very hard to stick to the 
ethos of the Net by providing a 
magazine with regular columns and 
the Australian Music Report charts.” 
US-based Point Communications 
has recently rated AMO as being 
within the top five per cent of the 
Web for content. Says Trewern: “They 
were obviously impressed by the 
charts and the range of columns." 
With a minimum of publicity and 
by simply placing the site in various 
search engines, Trewern has managed 
to lure a fair number of purchases — 
higher than expected at this stage of 
the business. 
AMO has sold music to places 
as far flung as Iceland, Israel, Japan, 
Canada, the USA and England. Much of 
the music sold has been independent 
releases that are either difficult to find 
overseas or expensive to import. 
Quality Web design and 
consulting, like quality print design, is 
not a cheap commodity. With such a 
specialised medium, Web designers 
are able to charge special rates. 
Charges generally work according to 
the amount of time needed to create 
the page, although special rates can 
be negotiated. The more the site is 


changed, the more it costs. 

Another option is to update the 
pages yourself — perhaps a neater 
solution. Updating means you are self- 
sufficient to some extent, and are able 
to place up-to-date information on the 
server as it occurs, rather than waiting 
for an outside designer to do the job. 

There is a certain amount of 
learning involved in designing your own 
Web pages, but with a fair grasp of 
computer and Internet concepts and a 
quality book or tutorial, the basics 
should be manageable. It is advisable, 
without a thorough knowledge of the 
way the Internet works, to engage a 
consultant to design the original pages, 
implement the setup of your site and 
set up a mechanism for updates to be 
placed on-line. 

Electronic commerce appears to 
be headed towards a bright future. 

At the moment, thousands of 
companies are rushing to be on-line 
while only a select few are making any 
money. Large companies can afford to 
absorb the costs of going on-line, and 
can afford to enter the on-line realm 
on a large scale. 

For businesses targeted at the 
major demographic groups of Internet 
users, getting on-line might be the 
perfect addition to your business. For 
many small businesses though, it might 
be best to wait and see the eventual 
shape on-line enterprises may take. 

With the imminent introduction of 
broadband services, the playing field is 
set to change ever more rapidly as 
more and more companies scramble 
for attention on the network.

So much information, so 
little time. Tips for using the 
Internet as a research tool

For many people, the problem with 
the Internet is locating the right 
information. But when the Internet is 
introduced into an education 
environment, the need for smart 
research skills become even more 
critical. In schools across Australia, 
students and teachers are working 
together to improve their efficiency on 
the Net. 

At St Michael's Grammar School 
in St Kilda, Victoria, the Internet has 
an established role in the classroom as 
a research facility and learning tool. 
The school currently has 110 terminal 
connections on-line to the Internet 
and a population of 950 senior school 
students and 130 staff who all have 
their own e-mail account. 

To assist the school community in 
using the Internet for research, 
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guidelines are being written by staff 
and students to help them deal with 
issues like etiquette on the Net and to 
provide useful techniques for research. 

Searching the Internet for 
information relating to a specific topic 
is done using keywords and one of 
several search engines. A search 
engine is essentially a database 
containing the location addresses, 
titles and content of Internet sites 
which have been found or submitted. 
There are approximately 30 search 
engines on the Net at this time and 
the largest of these is Lycos, which 
contains over 5.6 million entries! 

The design and capacity of the 
search engines are under constant 
review and changes to the way they 
look and operate are regularly seen 
on-screen. However, there are a few 
key points to note when using these, 
which should help in the location of 
relevant information. While most 
search engines access only one 
location at a time, there are several 
“umbrella” search engines which link 
into multiple locations at once. 

The Netscape Web browser, 
presently the most commonly used, 
has built-in links to several search 
engines. These are accessible via 
hypertext links found on Netscape’s 
“Internet search” page. This may be 
reached by using the Internet Search 
button, or the item of the same name 
in the Directory menu. 

Using these types of search 
engines can save a lot of time and 
result in a more efficient search. It is 
important to understand and utilise 
the syntax rules which help you define 
your search to only locate relevant 
pointers. Here are some examples of 
how the syntax rules of the search 
engines InfoSeek can help you 
locate the information you 
need more efficiently: 
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A Australia — capitalisation forces a 
case-sensitive match. 


A “Geographic education” — 
double quotation marks (“") identifies 
the phrase for a match. 


A Geographic-education — 
hyphenation can also be used to 
identify phrases. 


A JaneSmith — adjacent capitalised 
words are treated as phrases. 


A Smith, Jones — put a comma 
between unrelated proper names. 


A +toxic waste — plus (+) in front 
of a required word or phrase. 


A waste -toxic — minus (-) in front 
of an undesired word or phrase. 


Once you have established your 
search criteria, click on the Search 
button. A list of hits should appear 
which are grouped in categories. You 
should select the most likely category 
by clicking on it. A list of matching 
links will appear which ranks 
information resources from most 
relevant to least relevant, 10 at a time. 
A click on any link will take you to 
that location. 

The process of locating useful sites 
is becoming increasingly easier as 
common-interest groups establish 
WWW Home Pages which provide 
users with indexed, ready-made links 
to sites of particular interest. For 
example, the Geography Teachers’ 
Association of Victoria recently 
established its own Home Page with 
links to sites of geographic interest 
and relevance: (http://server. 
netspace.net.au/~gtav/gtav. 
html). 

This same idea is behind a new 
Home Page currently being developed 
at St Michael's (http://www. 
stmichaels.vic.edu.au). Under 
the direction of staff, a group of six 
students from Years 9, 10 and 11 have 
formed the St Michael's Internet 
Group (SMIG). In the near future, 
SMIG will launch an innovative new 
WWW Home Page for the School. 
Designed by the students themselves, 
this new Home Page boasts 
impressive graphic configurations and 
links to many information sites around 
the world, which will be used by 
students for research.

In last month's issue we discussed how 
to set up a Web site, and only 
touched on the actual production of 
pages for the World Wide Web. 

Word processor add-ons have 
answered the need for an easy way to 
produce content for the World Wide 
Web. These programs give your word 
processor the ability to produce HTML 
documents in the same way that you 
would normally produce standard 
documents. 

In general, these programs don't 
provide the functionality that a good 
HTML editor does. However, what

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thesaurus, and macro facilities, 
which are features seldom found in 
dedicated HTML editors. 

There are currently a few from 
which to choose, but it really just 
depends on which word processor you 
use and whether you want to spend 
any extra money to get the job done. 

The main word processor add-ons 
available at the moment are 
Microsoft's Internet Assistant, 
Quarterdeck’s Web Author — both 
for Microsoft Word for Windows — 
and Internet Publisher from Novell for 
WordPerfect users. 

There are other products out there 
as well, but for this article we'll stick 
mainly with the most widely used. 


Microsoft Internet Assistant 
Microsoft's Internet Assistant is the 
most popular tool at the moment, and 
with good reason — it's free. Add the 
fact that Word for Windows is the 
most popular word processor, and it 
stands to reason that Microsoft's Web

design tool has grabbed the lion's 
share of the market. 

Internet Assistant is available at 
http://www.microsoft.com/msoffice/ 
download/ia/default.htm, though at 
1.1 megabytes, it’s a reasonably large 
download. Once you've completed 
this task, installation is straightforward 
and hassle free. 

The only thing to consider before 
you go through this process is the fact 
that there are two versions of Internet 
Assistant available — the version you 
choose will depend on whether you use 
Word 6.0 or the newer version specifi- 
cally for Windows 95, Version 7.0. 

The Windows 95 version of 
Internet Assistant has been over-hauled 
to handle all the Netscape 
enhancements, such as tables, centred 
text and graphics, which allow you to 
develop more sophisticated Web pages. 

Internet Assistant will not only 
enable your word processor for HTML 
production, but will also add a basic 
Web browser to Word for Windows. 
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This allows you to test not only 
documents on the Web, but to surf for 
links to resources on the Internet at the 
click of a button from within Word 
itself. In addition, inserting a hypertext 
link or graphics is done via Insert menu. 

The overall look and feel of 
Microsoft's Internet Assistant is exactly 
the same as Word, allowing even 
novice users to complete the learning 
curve and be producing Web pages in 
next to no time. 





Quarterdeck Web Author 
Quarterdeck’s Web Author is only 
currently available for Microsoft Word 
for Windows 6.0. It's also a 
commercial product that costs $99, 
but for the money you get a good 
deal. 

Instead of bundling a very basic 
Web browser, as does Microsoft's 
Internet Assistant, Web Author is 
packaged with Qmosaic — one of the 
most widely used Web browsers at 
the moment, although installation of 
QMosaic is optional. 

Installation of Web Author is 
quick and easy and will require 2Mb 
of hard drive space, and another 2Mb 
for the QMosaic Web browser if you 
decide to install it. 

Extensive documentation, on-line 
help, tutorials and sample Web pages 
are included to help the new user 
grasp the concepts behind HTML, and 
quickly demystify the whole process. 

One of the most impressive 
features of Web Author is 





“validation”. As a document is being 
saved, Web Author will “validate” the 
document, checking for errors in the 
actual HTML code behind the 
document. This ensures an error-free 
finished product. 

Other features include a link 
manager for keeping track of your 
favourite Internet addresses and the 
self-explanatory toolbar, both of which 
make for a very user friendly package.

Novell Internet Publisher 
Internet Publisher runs with 
WordPerfect 6.1 for Windows or 
later, or WordPerfect 6.1 for 
Windows/ SGML edition or later. It 
supports centering of text, graphics 
and tables and is available free of 
charge via the World Wide Web at 
http://wp.novell.com/elecpub/ 
inttoc.htm. Internet Publisher comes 
with Netscape Navigator 1.1 and 
during setup the program will detect 
any version of Netscape you have on 
your system and give you the option 
to upgrade to 1.1 from an earlier 
version. 

Installation of the Netscape 
Navigator Web browser is optional 
but recommended, as it is one of the 
only Web browsers that supports the 
centered text. At 2Mb it is another 


hefty download and will take up 
3Mb hard drive space once Internet 
Publisher and Netscape Navigator 
are installed. 

Internet Publisher will do 
everything you need and a little bit 
more. Preparing the document for 
Unix-based Web servers is Internet 
Publisher's forte. Removing Windows 
formatting codes ensures that the 
document will behave itself on the 
World Wide Web. 


The last word 

Each of the products we've 
discussed here is designed for a 
specific purpose. Internet Assistant 
is a basic product for Windows 95 
as well as Windows 3.1; Web 
Author has more features and 

a better Web browser, but comes 
with a price tag; while Internet 
Publisher works only with Word 
Perfect and builds in the latest 
HTML tricks. 

The one thing they all have in 
common is that they will make the 
task of producing content for the 
World Wide Web infinitely simpler 
and a lot more fun. 

The latest versions of ClarisWorks 
and Adobe PageMaker include HTML 
capabilities and are due out any day 
now, promising to simplify even 
further the process of Web page 
production. A comprehensive list of 
HTML tools is available at http://luff.
